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OLEOMARGARINE  PRODUCTION 
FEBRUARY  1939 


United  States  production  of  oleomargarine  during  February  1939 
totaled  27,820,000  pounds,  according  to  reports  by  manufacturers  to 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  This  quantity  is  7,693,000 
pounds  less  than  that  produced  during  February  1938  and  5,359,000 
less  than  the  February  5-year  (1934-38)  average. 

The  quantity  of  oleomargarine  manufactured  from  animal  and 
vegetable  oils  was  3,271,000  pounds  or  approximately  12  percent  of 
the  total,  and  from  vegetable  and  nut  oils  24,549,000  pounds  or 
88  percent. 

The  ratio  of  uncolored  and  colored  goods  was  99.5  and  0.5, 
respectively.
